Then it had another run 
of success and became an 
original member of Second 
Division competition, which 
was formed in 1955.

The team went into First 
Division in 1957 and has 
never looked back. Since 
those days the team has 
played in 14 semi-finals and 
finals, has won the State 
Cup, been minor and major 
premiers, runner-up in two 
Ampol Cup competitions, 
won the Daniels Cup—and 
has been out of the League 
semi-final only once, 

Awaba has a style all of 
its own — and Northern 
football is none the worse. 
for it because, at least, it 
has brought a breath of 
freshness into the play. 

A great thing about 
Awaba is its loyalty. Talk 
to any of the old hands 
and they'll tell you how 
much is owed to Hedley 
Parkes, the former Wall- 
send and Australian player 
who coached the side to a 
State Cup win, The older 


who laid the foundation for 
the high rating gaihed by 
the club’s teams. And I'm 
not one {to disagree with 
them, since I think Parkes 
did a grand job.

MOVE TO DROP RELEGATION AND 
INCREASE NUMBER OF TEAMS 


By PAUL MACKENZIE 


A move is afoot to have the Northern Soccer League drop its 
promotion and relegation system for a period and to increase the 
numbers of teams in the divisions from 10 to 12. 


Although it has not been 
openly stated as such, the 
move is no doubt primarily 
to retain Maitland in the 
top division. 

It is a move that will 
probably gain support but 
one that should be blocked, 
because it would be a 
retrograde step and would 
have the effect of lowering 
the general standard in the 
North. 


It is fell by some enthus- 
iasts tht \promotion and 
relegation was inrtoduced 
too quickly and that clubs 
needed in the progress of 
the game suffered. 


That is difficult to follow. 
Clubs were given plenty of 
of lime to consider the sys- 
tem before it was intro- 
duced and were in favour 
of it — or a majority were. 

It was known at the time 
that some clubs would have 
to go down while others 
came up but those risks 
were calculated. It was 
only when the axe fell that 
there was criticism. 

To retain the same teams 
in the divisions year after 
year is not progress. If 
would mean that, even as 
early as half-way through a 


season, teams on the bottom 
of the table would not make 
real efforts to improve pos- 
itions as they did this 
season when interest in the 
teams in lowly places was 
held right to the last 
match, 


A further suggestion is 
that, if the promotion and 
relegation system is not 
abandoned, the team which 
finishes last in a division 
should meet the winner of 
the division below it to de- 
cide which team goes into 
the higher grade. 

Neither does that appear 
to be satisfactory. 


Teams must be given 
something at which to aim. 
For the clubs which build 
up good sides there is the 
ever-present ambition to win 
the premiership or at least 
to be one of the semi-final 
four, For those clubs 
whose teams do not do well, 
there is the constant battle 
to avoid relegation. And 
for the teams in the Sec- 
ond Division, there is the 
prize of inclusion in the 
First Division, just as for 
the teams in the Third Div- 
ision there is the hope of 
moving a step up the ladder

This incentive must re- 
main, no matter which 
club is hurt. It is only the 
weak which go to the wall 
and, for the team which 
loses its divisional status, 
there should be the urge 
to set about rebuilding to 
regain position. 

The idea of increasing the 
divisions to 12 teams is 
one that should not be given 
a second thought, 

There are many who 
think that even 10 teams is 
too many and that the 
Northern League would do 
well to begin again with a 
competition of eight teams. 
That is not to say that, 
in a few years, the number 
could not be increased but 
it can be fairly argued that, 
at the moment, there are 
not enough skilled players 
to fill 10 teams, And figures 
suggest that there is not 
enough support for 10 clubs, 
But with the available sup- 
port spread over eight clubs. 
each would have a chance 
of prospering and, as the 
game progressed, thought 
could be given to adding to 
the number. But the time 
for that thought is cer- 
tainly not right now.

practice pitch 
sound, should 


is 
give lead 


The decision of the Wallsend Soccer Club to 
construct a playing pitch for the use of players 
in training, adjacent to the Crystal Palace Ground, 
is one that merits congratulation, for it is a step 
towards improving the genral standard of play- 
ing surfaces in the North. 


Wallsend has already 
started work on the area, 
which is to be floodlit and 
will have the playing sur- 
face in apple-pie order in 
time for players in next 
year’s teams to use long 
before the scason begins, 


Other clubs with suitable 
areas should utilise them 
and so keep off the match 
pitches, 

Good Soccer cannot be 
played on rough grounds 
but areas which have to be 
used day in and day out 
for games and practice are 
not given a chance to do 
anything but deteriorate as 
the season advances, 


Wallsend officials have 
long realised this for they 
have spent big sums to have 
the ground in fine order for 
the start of a season only 
to see it become poorer and 
poorer as the season has 
gone on. The club has been 
generous, for it has allowed 
the ground to be used night 
after night, day after day. 


But generosity can be 
strained a little too far and 
now has come the time to 
call a halt. And the club is 
calling a halt in its own 
ranks first. The provision of 
a practice ground will cut 
down considerably the use 
of the main ground and will 
almost certainly lead to a 
marked improvement in the 
goal areas, the parts most 
affected by practice sessions 
and which are invariably 
the first to become almost 
unusuable after any apprec- 
iable rain, 

Ken Ward, Wallsend’s 
secretary, says that the plan 
is to improve the playing 
surface, in many ways, that 
it will be so improved that 
“players will think they are 
on velvet.” 


He said it was hoped 
that, mext season, the 
ground would be not used 
as frequently as it had this 
season. 

“It won't, of course, be- 
cause there will not be any 
practice on it and so, for 
most of the season, il may 
not be used for more than 
two or three matches a 
week,” he said. “That will 
make a whale of a differ- 
ence and will give the play- 
ing surface plenty of chance 
to recover, particularly with 
the specialised attention we 
shall give it. We plan to 
make the Crystal Palace 
the best Soccer ground in 
the State. Our long range 
plan is designed to that end 
and, of course, the playing 
surface looms very largely 
in that plan.” 

Mr. Ward said it was 
hoped to begin work on the 
new grandstand before too 
long. The stand will be so 
constructed that it can be 
added to as the years go by 
so that, in the end, a stand 
running from one end to 
the other of the Western 
touchline would be erected. 
It is planned to construct 
modern dressing rooms in 
the stand, a gymnasium, 
meeting rooms and all 
necessary amenities. The 
master plan also calls for 
attention to the banks on 
the eastern side and ends 
of the ground. Thought is 
being given to the pos- 
sibility of terracing these 
areas to make matters more 
comfortable for spectators. 

A glance at the master 
plan is most illuminating 
and proves that Wallsend is 
on the right lines. It is not 
rushing into anything with- 
out plenty of thought and 
seems to be coming up with 
the right answers.
